JY  1^.  1694.  This  Day  we  had  little 
Wind,  and  variable,  from  the  S,  S.  E. 
round  the  Compafs.  In  the  Morning  we 
had  the  Signal  for  the  Fleet  to  Weigh j  but  falling 
calm,  rode  fail.  Afternoon  the  Wind  came  to  the 
N.  W.  with  Showers  of  Rain,  and  at  Night  much 
Lightning-

On  the  5  oth.  about  4  a  Clock  in  the  Morning 
we  had  the  Signal  for  Weighing ,  the  Wind  at 
N.  N.  W.  and  then  to  N.  W.  We  came  to  Sail, 
and  about  10  a  Clock 'Donno^  bore  S,  W.  by  W. 
about  5  Miles  diftant.  At  8  at  Night  the  Needles 
boreN.

On  the  Second^  at  5  a  Clock  in  the  Morning  we 
Weighed,  it  being  calm  ,•  and  at  6  the  Serrj-Head 
bore  W.  by  S.  about  5  Leagues ;  at  half  an  Hour 
after  9  we  Anchored  in  2  5  Fathom  Water,  where 
we  lay  till  half  an  Hour  after  2,  then  Weighed,

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June  3d.  We  had  aGalm  all  the  Morning,  till 
about  7  a  clock  ;  then  a  fmall  Gale  at  N.  N.  W.

Leagues  diftant.  And  at  8  at  Night  N.  W.  B.  N.

Ac  p  a  clock  in  the  Morn- 
ing,  my  Lord  Berkeley  made  the  Signal  for  a 
Council  of  War  5  for  confulting ,  dirc6ling 
and  ordering  all  things  to  be  in  a  readinefs  for 
Landing  in  Camarett-Bay.      And^ 

10.  It  was  agreed  to  put  in  Execution  the 
Refolutions  of  the  Council  of  War  atore-men- 
tlon'dj  held  on  board  the  Britannia^  the  3  i  ft. 
of  May^   Admiral  Bu^el  Prefident. 

zdly.  It  was  refolved  to  fend  a  Lieutenant 
in  each  of  the  Ship  s  Boats  (that  carry  the  Men. 
on  ihore)  to  Command  them. 


^aly.  It   being  Proposed   to  go  in  without 
FlagSj  it  was  Refolvd  in  the  Negative. 

My  Lord  Cutts  advised  landing  all  the  Grena- 
diers (which  were  about  600)  a  little  before 
the  reft  of  the  Forces,  that  (in  cafe  the  Enemy 
fliould  be^  intrench^d,  and  that  it  ihould  be  re- 
folv'd  to  attack  i^them)  we  might  be  in  abet- 
ter Condition  to  force  their  Entrenchments  j  and 
alfo  advis'd,  l^hat  before  they  ftiould  land,  a. 
Captain,  with  50  Grenadiers,  might  go  on  Ihore^ 

to 
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todifcover  the  Pofture  and  Countenance  of  the 
Enemy  ;  for  'twas  his  Lordfliips  Opinion  (if 
their  Intrenchments  were  very  ftrong,  and  fu- 
ftain'd  by  Regular  Troops)  not  to  attack  them^ 
believing  the  thing,  in  fuch  a^^  cafe,  not  to  be 
prad:icablc  ;  but  if  the  Grenadiers  ihould  all 
land,  then  the  reft  of  the  Forces  fliould  imme- 
diately land  to  fuftain  them.  This  Advice  of 
his  Lordihip's  was  by  all  extremely  well-approved 
ofj  and  Lieutenant-General  Talmajh  himfdf  agreed 
it  (liould  be  fo  :  accordingly  it  was  ordered.  That 
all  the  Grenadiers  fliould  be' embark'd  on  the 
Well-Boats,  and  my  Lord  Cr^ffx:  very  honoura- 
bly offer  d  his  Service  to  Command  them  ;

jfune  7th.  At  Three  a  clock; ill  the  Morning 
we  made  fail^  the  Wind  at  N.  N,  E.  At  Eour^.

diftant.  Ac  Twelve,  St.  Mauhew\-Cloyfier  bore 
N.  E.  B.  E.  And  at  Half  an  hour  after  One 
(the  Tyde  of  Ebb  being  ftrongly  made)  we 
were  forcd  to  come  to  an  Anchor  about  a  league 
S.  S.  E.  from  St.  Matthew  sVpmt^  in  20  Fathom 
Water.^  At  Five  (the  Tyde  of  Flood  being, 
made)  wc  weighed  ^ag^in,  and  flood  inj,  and. 
at  Seven,  xame  to  an  Anchor  between  Camarett^ 
Bay,  and  the  Bay  of  Bmheaume^  in  i6  Fathprn,

Jn  ,our  coming  in  (the  Wind  ihortning  upon 
us)  we  were  forcd  to  make  two  Trips  from  fide/ 
to  .fide,  .Wore  we  could  get  tQ;]jOur  defign'd 
Anchoring  place.  In  which  time,  we  were  re- 
ceived with  Bombs  from  4  Points  of  high  Land. 
The  firil  Bomb  that  was  thrown  at  us,  was  from 
the  Weft  Point  of  Camantt  Bay,  our  Ships  being, 
fore  d  (at  firft)  toftand  near  that  Point,  the  Wind 
being  at  N.  N.  E.  fo  that  we  had  feveral  Bombs  ^ 
thrown  at  us  before  we  tack'd  ,;   and  flood  the 

other 
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Other  vvay^  and  after  we  were  about,  and  had 
ftood  pretty  near  the  N.  Shore,  we  were  alio  re- 
ceived with  feveral  Bombs  from  an  old  Caftle 
which  ftood  very  high  upon  a  little  Ifland  clofe 
to  the  W.  Point  of  Bertheaume  Bay ;  and  after  we 
had  tack'd  again,  as  we  were  ftanding  in  to  come 
to  an  Anchor,  the  other  Two  Points  on  each  fide 
of  the  Narrow,  going  into  Brefi  Road,  (one  on 
the  N.  fide  ,  called  Point  des  Mimux  ;  the  other 
on  the  S.  fide,  called  Point  des  FiUetesy  (which 
is  the  W.  end  of  Point  'Spaniole^)  play'd  alfo  their 
Bombs  at  us.  But  the  Two  latter  could  not 
throw  them  fo  far  as  our  Ships,  tho'  the  Two 
former  did  ;  and  after  we  were  come  to  an  An- 
chor, they  continued  throwing  Bombs  at  usfiom 
all  the  afore-mentiond  Places,  till  Ten  a  clock  at 
night,  but.  did  us  no  damage  at  all. 

A  little  before  we  came  to  an  Anchor,  My 
Lord  Cults  ^  and  my  felf,  agreed  to  go  on  Board 
my  Galley^  and  look  mto  Camarett-Bzy  ^  taking  a- 
long  with  us  Sir  Jalm  Jacobs^  Captain  Pitman^ 
Captain  Hammond^  Mv.  Vanhmke^  See.  that  were 
on  Board  the  Eoyal William^  and  accordingly  went 
on  Board  my  Lord  Berkely  for  leave,  where  we 
met  my  Lord  Mohm^  and  Mv.Wharton^  who  alfo 
defir'd  to  go  along  with  us ;  and  having  ftood 

well 


well  Into  the  Bay,  fo  as  -to  gain  a  good  View  of 
it,  we  were  warmly  fir  d  at  by  Camarett-Fovt ; 
but  by  die  Affiftance  of  thofe  few  little  Guns  we 
had  in  the  Galley,  and  the  good  Sailing  of  her, 
we  made  a  iliift  in  our  own  Smoke  to  get  out  a- 
gain,  without  any  Damage. 

Then  we  return  d  on  Board  my  Lord  Berkfly^ 
and  after  having  given  an  Account  of  the  Pofturc 
of  the  Bay,  and  the  Situation  of  its  Caftle,  how 
advantagioully  it  lay  for  defending  the  Landing- 
Places ;  'twas  thought  fit  that  Two'  Ships  of  a- 
bout  60  Guns  each^  fhould  be  fent  in,  in  the 
morning  to  batter  that  Caftle,  and  accordingly 
my  Lord  Berkfly  ordered  the  Monk^  and  a  Dutch 
Man  of  War,  about  the  fame  Force,  to  go  in 
for  that  purpofe.  But  I  f having  view'd  the 
Place)  did  believe  that  Two  Ships  would  not  be 
iufficient  to  cover  our  Boats  at  their  Landing, 
from  the  Fire  of  that  Fort,  and  therefore  mov'd 
his  Lordfliip  to  think  of  fending  fuch  a  Num- 
ber, as  would  be  fufficient  not  only  to  fecure  the 
Boats  from  the  Shot  of  the  Caftle,  but  alfo  give 
Affiftance  to  our  Land-Forces ,  fwhen  landing) 
by  playing  fome  of  our  Cannon  upon  the  Enemies 
Troops^  which  we  had  great  Reafon  to  believe 
would  ft rongly  oppofe  them ;  finding  them  much 

better 
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better  prepared  on  all  fides^  with  Mortal's,  Guns, 
and  Men,  than  we  expected  :  But  all  my  Pro- 
pofals  in  that  Matter,  my  Lord  Berk^e/y  referred  to 
the  Opinion  of  a  Council  of  War,  which  he 
then  refolved  to  call  the  next  morning  by  Three 
or  Four  a  clock. 

On  the  8th.  at  Break  of  Day,  was  a  ftark 
Calm ,  and  fo  great  a  Fog,  that  we  could  not 
fee  half  the  length  of  our  Ships  from  us,  and 
continued  fd  till  between  6  and  7,  at  which  time  • 
the  day  clear'd  up^  fo  that  the  Signal  for  a  Coun- 
cil of  War  was  eafily  perceived  ;  as  alfo  that  for 
Embarking  the  Soldiers,  at  the  fame  time  we 
faw  drawn  up  in  a  Line  ,  upon  the  High-land 
on  the  W.  fide  of  Camarett-B^y^  Fourteen  Squa- 
drons of  the  Enemies  Horfe,  which  appeared  to 
us  to  be  Regular  Troops,  being  all  very  well 
cloathed. 

Between  Seven  and  EJght  a  Clock,  the  Coun- 
cil of  War,  confifting  of  the  Englilh  and  Dutch 
Flags,  and  the  General  Officers  of  the  Land-For- 
ces, were  aflembled ,  and  after  confulting  what 
was  beft  to  be  done ,  for  the  fecuring  our  Land- 
Forces,  on  their  Approach  to  the  Enemies  Shore, 
and  to  cover  their  Landing,  'twas  refolved  (as  I 

had 


had  propofed  to  my  Lord  Berkely  the  night  before  J 
to  fend  in  Thixe  Englifli,  and  Three  Dutch  Fri- 
gats  more ,  befides  the  Monk^  and  Dutch  Man  of 
War  afore-mentioned 5  which  were  only  ordered 
to  batter  the  Fort,  and  I  Chaving  the  night  before 
been  in  the  Bay,  and  view'd  the  Poflure  thereof) 
oflFer'd  my  Service  to  Command  the  Ships  ordered 
on  this  Occafion  ;  which  being  Accepted  of,  I 
defir  d  alfo,  that  Lieutenant-General  Talmafh  might 
fend  fome  fitting  Land-Oflficei  s,   to  go  in  with 
me,  who  ^when  we  were  come  to  an  Anchor  in 
the  Bay)  might  be  able,  and  return  foon  enough 
to  give  him  -an  Account  of  all  the  Difficulties 
was  poffible  for  us,  from  our  Ships^  to  difcover 
in  any  of  the  proper  Landing-Plates,  fo  that  he 
might  the  better  avoid  thofe  Difficulties  ^  and 
land  in  the  moft  eafie  Place  of  Accefs ;  which 
alfo  was  agreed  to,  and  accordingly  the  Lieu  te- 
nant-General appointed  Monfieur  Motmtergi^  to  go 
with  me, 

In  all  other  Matters,  this  Council  of  War  a- 
greed  in  their  Refolutions  with  that  of  the  5th. 
excepting  this  Addition,  That  when  my  Lord 
Berkely  ihould  hoift  a  White  Flag  at  the  Fore- 
Top'Maft  Head  ,  all  the  Ships,  Small  Vellels, 
and  Boats ,  fliould  come  off,    and  make  the

,  Before- the  €<>unt4Irpf  f^ar  was  ended,  fe-

Lalfo  defir'd  my  Lord  Ber4^/);  ("tho' be  had 
ordered  the  Monk^  md  Damiaten,  a  Dutch 
Man  ofiWar^  to  go  in  and  .batter  that  (Fort, 
before  I, came  in  with  the  other  fix  Ships,) 
that  he  would  give  meledve  to  go  in  with  .the 
Monk,  and  lay  her  and  'the  faid  Dutch-man 
in  the  moft  proper  Stations,  for  fo  doing,  be- 
caufe  neither, of  the.  Captains  knew  any  thing 
of  the  Figure  of  that  place,  and  I  could  ea- 
fily  return  time  enoughs  foj^  leading  in  the.o^ 
ther  fix  Ships,  and  place  them,  alfo  to  the  beft 
Advantage;  which  his  Lordlhip granted,  and 
agreed  would  be  very  convenient,  fo  taking  my 
leave  of  him,   I  went  on  Board  the  Char^ei

Galley,  and  hoifted  my  Flag  there,-  he  nbt 
being  willing  I  ihould  hoift  ic  on  Board  tfec 
Mo^ko  b^caufe  he  would  have  me  take  the 
greatert  careof  pofting't'h&'^other  fix  Frigates 
as  conveniently  as  could  be  to  cover  our  For- 
ces landing,  and  to  annoy  (as  much  as  poffi- 
ble)  the  Enemies  Forces^,- which  we  had  greac 
reafon  to  believe  was  intrencht  en  the  bail'Mc 
of  the  Bay  ;  fo  thac  to  have  hoifted  niy  Flag 
on  board  thtMonk^  to  have  ftruck  it  again, 
fwhen  'twas  abfolutely  necelTary^to  have  it  on 
board  another  Ship  for  leading  in  the  reft 
to: .their  defign-d  Stations)  would  have  given 
ifuch  encouragement  to  the  EAemyy  that  they 
wodJd  have  thought  they  had  kiiook^d  down  a 
Flag-Officer,  or  that  they  had  dbne^  us  ar^rcat 
dealr  more  damage  than  they  did.

.  ^Then  I  went  oiir  Board  ;  the  Mf?«4o  it  be- 
ing about  Twelve  of  tjie  Clock  at  Noon^ 
making  the  beft  6f  my  way  in  for  the  Bay  : 
But  it  continued  yet '  fo  calm ,  that  I  was 
forcd  to  get  Boats  to  tow  us  on  our  way  ^ 
and   as  foon  ,gS  we   w^r.e  feparated  a  little

Gun-Rpomj  killing  Two  Marines  of 
my  own  Company,  and  wounding,  % 
Third  which  feod  clofe  by-me  ous 
the   Poop,    and   loon*  after   (which 
was  about  Ohe  of: theClock)  a  fine 
Breeze  fprung  up-  at    NorthrV'Veft  , 
which  fet  us  apace  into  the^ay,  and 
as  loon:  as  we  were  come  up  a-bri^t 
of  the  Weft-Point,    Camarett-Voxt 
fir-d  very  faft'  at  us;   and  we  being 

forc'd 
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forc'd,  at  that  time,  toftand  with  our 
SteiiV  right  upon  it,  the  Shot  from 
thence  did  us  a  great  deal  of  Damage ; 
tftey,  for  a  confiderable  time  having 
the';  opportunity  of  Raking  us  fore- 
and' aft,  ('no  Shot  from  the  Fort  being 
thrown  at  us  of  a  lefs  nature  than  a 
Deitii-Cannon,j  imd  we^  not  able  to- 
briiig  any  biit  our  chafe  Guns  tobdiif. 
upon  them.     And  after  we  were  pret- 
ty well  fhor  into  the  Bay,  we  were- 
fiTrpriz'd  with  Three  Batteries  firing 
upon  us ;  which  we  did  not  perceive, 
^'know  any  tiling  of,    till  w^e   felt 
their  Shot  trwo  of  whicfi^asf  Ito  were' 
going  in,  was  on  our  Starboard-fide, 
pneof  Three  Guns,  and  the  other  of 
Five  ,  and  anorfter  of  Six  Guns,  upon 
our  Starboard  i5ow,clofe  by  Ca^arett^ 
Church.     There  was  alfo  a  Redoubt 
flood  pretty  high  behind  the  Fbrt  and 
the  Church,  which  had  five  or  fix 

Guns- 
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Guns  mounted,  but  of  a  ftnall  nature. 
So  when  the  reft  of  the  Ships  came 
up,  finding  all  thefe  Batteries  fb  ex- 
tremely defenfive  againft  us,  I  was 
iorc'd  to  alter  my  former  Refolutiqns, 
of  plaeing  them;  and  after  I  had 
brought  the  Monk,  and  a  Dutch  Man 
of  V\'ar,  into  the  iiioft  proper  Station 
I  could  judge,  for  battering  the  Fort, 
I  was  neceffjtated  my  felf  to  gO  on 
board  every  particular  Ship,  that  was 
following  me,  to  fix  fbme  of  them,  fb 
as  to  give  Diverfion  to  thofe  Batteries ; 
-and  the  others  in  the  moll  conve^ 
nient  Stations  I  could  at  that  time 
get  them  to,  for  defending  our  Land- 
Forces  Ton  their  approach  to  the 
Shore )  from  the  Cannon-fhot ;  and 
alfb  to  execute  our  Defign  on  the 
Enemies  Land-Forces,  and  cover  our 
own  on  their  Defcent.  ^ut  I  had  no 
fooner  parted  from  the  Monckj  but 

the 


the  Wind  came  about  to  the  N.  E. 
wMch  then  alfo  made  it  very  diffi- 
cult for  nie  to  profecute  my  De* 
fign  ;  but  with  getting  moft  of  their 
Boats  together,  and  towing  firft  one 
Ship,  and  then  another^  I  made  a 
(hift,  atlaft,  to  poft  them  in  fuch  a 
manner,  that  I  am  very  well  affured, 
gave  great  Succour  to  our  Land- 
Forces,  and  alfb  a  confiderable  An- 
noyance of  the  Enemy  ,  though  not 
fo  much  as  they  (hould  have  done, 
had  not  the  Wind  unluckily  come 
about  from  the  Weft  ward  to  the  Eaff-

libility  of  Landing;  and  there  wn 
m  great  numbers  of  Foot  draw^ 
behind  their  Trenches  ,  befides 
fome  Regular  Troops  of  Horfe.  And 
as  we,  werp  Handing  into  the  Bay: 
wefaw  all  thofe  Squadrons  pf  Honfe 
(■which  were  before  drawn  up  jt^ 
^e  high  Land  on  the  yVeit^fi^Q^f 
the  Bay)    riding  roupd,   hs  fag.,^ 

they  could,.Jtp,:fh%.defiga'd  Laadio^I 
pkce.  ^ 

As  foon  as  we  had  il^en  thefe 
iincomfortable  Profpeas,  Monfieur 
Mountergts  went  with  all  fpeed  to 
acc^ugint  tlieLieutenant-General  there- 
with ;  who  was  at  that  time  with 
pwft  ot  the  Land-Forces  pretty  well 
fdyancd  towards  the  %-,  (the  Sig- 
nal being  made  for  the  Forces  going 
gji  ihore  as  foon  as  I  began  to  engage^ 

I  thought 
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I  thought  our  Land  Forces    mdvM  towards 
the  Shore  in  great  diforder,  and  how  it  hap- 
pned  I  know  not,    but  Lieutenant  Oeneral 
Talmajh^  with  a  linall  number  of  Well-boates 
in  a  kind   of   confufed  manner,  went  on  (hore 
under  a  little  Rock  on  thd  South  fide  of  the 
finall  Bay^  where  they   landed:    And    I  faw 
no  profecution  of  that  regular  way  of  landing, 
which  my  Lord  Cutis  propofed,  and    was  be- 
fore agreed  cin,  but   having  a  great  deal  oh 
my  hands ,     and  To    little    alllftance,    that  I 
wasfoic'd,  generally  to   go  on  my   own   Mef- 
fages  5  I  am    able  to  give  but  httle    account 
of  what   was  done  clofe  by  the  Shore  :     Only 
that  when  I  faw  the  Boates,  and  fmall  VefTcIs 
(in  which   our  Land  Forces  were imbarqud  ) 
had  made  their  retreat  from  thence^   (  except- 
ing fuch  as  ftuck  fail:  there  ,  in  which  a  great 
many    men  were  kill'd  ^  and   out    of  which 
others  were   taken  Prifoners,    and  fome  Jumpt 
.into  the  'Water,  endeavouring  that    way   to 
make  their  eicaj^)  I  went  with  my  20  Oar'd- 
boat  pretty  clofe   to  the    Shore  in  hopes    to 
fave  fome,  and 'had  the  good  fortune  To  take 
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lip  fevernl  before  they  were  drowned  \  at 
the  fi^ me  time  I  had  the  opportunity  to 
take  notice  of  the  difpofition  ot  diat  little 
Bay.  The  Enemy  )uft  then  making  a  run- 
ning  Fire  round  all  their  Trenches,  and  from 
every  Battery  they  had  raisd  on  this  occalx- 
on  •,  and  tho  they  alfo  fird  Ball  at  usy  it 
prefently  £hew»d  they  meant  it  only  as  afignal 
of  their  Vi£iory,  but  by  that  means  I  eafi- 
]y   discovered  how  they  were  provided. 

This  was  a  Sandy  Bay,  about  :{oo  yards 
in  Front,  and  was  naturally  eafic  of  accefs, 
and  was  flankt  on  the  right,  and  left  with 
firing  Earth-works,  and  Cannon,  and  had 
a  deep  Trench  of  Communication,  from  one 
work  to  the  other  fronting  th^ Water,  with- 
in iefs  than  half  Mufquet-fliot  from  the  wa- 
tcrfrde.  But  according  to  my  poor  judgment 
in  matters  of  this  kind,  the  preparations  they 
had  made  was  fuch  •  ( the  great/number  of 
the  Troops  both  of  Horfe  and  Foot,  whkh 
they  had  behind  their  Works  to  fuftain  them, 
coniidered)  it   would  have  been    altogether 

im~ 
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impolfiblc  (had  we   had  double  our   Force) 
to  have  executed  our  Dcfign. 

Our  Ships  both  at  their  comming  in^  and 
when  anchored  m  the  Bay  made  a  very  vfgorous 
fire  upon  the  Enemy  for  about  ^  hours,  but 
Camareit-fovt  had  fuch  thick  Walls  and  our 
men  was  io  undilciplind  imd  fuch  ill  M^rks- 
meuy  that  I  believe  we  did  the  Fort  but  little 
Damage,  tho  we  occafioiM  their  men  to  rim 
out  of  it  twice,  and  fa \v  their  Oflicers,  driving 
them  back  again,  but  after  that,  our  men  feeing 
the  Boates  with  the  Land  Forces  were  repulfed, 
and  forct  to  retreat,  and  the  French  Batteries 
firing  ftill  very  vigoroufly  on  them,  and  every: 
moment  fomc  of  them  ialling,  and  many  kill  d 
and  wounded,  great  numbers  of  the  Ships 
Companies  that  were  there,  both  P/e/c/j  and 
EnghQj^  ran  itiro^the  Hold,  in  Ipight  oi  all  the 
Officers  couU!  do  to  prevent  it.       .

dingly  fent  to  every  Ship  to  get  off  as  laft  as 
they  could  :  But  i  the  greateft  difficulty  I 
had  in  .ail  this  A^ii^ai  \ya^tQ  cffe£l  th^t  part, 
for  almoft  all  their  Rigging  was  cut  to  pieces, 
and  moft  of  their  Mafts  and  Yards  diiabled^ 
fo  that  there  was  no  way.IctitQ  pr eferve theni^ 
but:  by  Towing  them  off  with  great  number 
of  Boates,  and  we Jiad  but  very  few  left  with 
this  Little  Squadron,  by  reafon  ahnoft  all  the 
Boates  in  the  Fleet  Wiere  fore  t  to  be  made  ufe 
of  for  the  afliftance- of  the  Landforces.  So 
that  Boates  being  our  only  remedy,  and  de? 
lay  in  getting  tliem,  of  iUaft  d;angerous  copf^r; 
i^ucnce,  and  feaiing  an  interior  Officer  xpi^ht 
not  be  fo  fpeedily  obeyed,  I  was  oblig'd  to 
go  my  felf  after  the  Pinnaces  and  Barges^  car- 
ry ing  off  fome  of  the  Officers  of  the  Land  Fof- 
ceSj  and  ( difimbarking  fome  ofjEhem  )  force 
in  as  many  of  the  Boates  as  I  could  procure, 
timely  enough,  to  tow  o|l*  the  Ship5,,  the  Boates 
Crewsbeing  very  unwillijog- to  go  b^i^ettp fu^h  a 
hot  place  dot wrthftandmg  I  return  'd'.with  chem, 

and 
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and  then  not  having  enow  to  imploy  in  towing 
off  two  vS'hips  at  jonce,  I  llrfr  clapt  them  all  to 
the  Charles  Gally^  flie  being  the  fartheft  ad- 
varied  into  the  Bay,  and  the  moft  difabled  in 
her  Mafts^  Sails  and  Rigging,  and,  alfo  her 
Rudder  havi:^g  received fuch  an utfJuckyShot^ 
^s  made  it  wholly  unicrviceable  to  hen  fiut 
by  this  time  the  ^kfireharHyi  "^hok  Mafts  ^

bled  as  the  reft,  by  the  afliftance  of  tWo  or 
three  Boates  got  out  pf  the. Bay  clear  of  alK

clofe  by  the  Weft  Poiiit  of  the  Bay^  I  took

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Sat t cries    on  the    Weft    fidtf^  )  immediately 
failed    out,    without  the     alilfiance   of  any 
Boarcs    Whereupon,    her  Boates^   with  what 
otiier  D$ilcb  Boaces  I  couldr  meet ,  1  lent    to 
the  atliftanci^  of  two  of  the  other  Dutch-men 
ot':^'W-a\'j  wiiich  lay  on  the   Weft  fide  of  the 
Briy^  and>in  a  iliort  time,    th6  they  were  very 
much  fhatti^r'd^made  a^fliifr  to  geroiit.  By  that 
time  they%^'e  dtft^  the  ^^^^had  get  tip  her 
Anchors  V  and^rf^er  I'  had  given  the  Fort  her 
broadfide  ('  as  nekr  as  I  could}  in   a   Volley^ 
(the-boates  being  all  ready  )  I  made  them  tow 
licr  Head  roiind  off  in  that   Smoke,    and    fo 
continue  fowing  as  faft   as  they  could      No 
fooner  was  her  Smoke  difperfed,  but  the  Ene- 
my (  perc^eiving  her  going  off  )   fir  d  (I  think) 
frfbre-vigoroiifly  at  her  than  they  had  done  all 
the  time  before^  and  (her   Stem    lying  fair 
wkb the  port)  what  Shot  then  took  place  in 
hefy'  {^^-sikittg^jhei^  fore  ancf  aft)  did  her  more 
damage,     than  fhe  hfad  receiv'd  moft  of  the 
time  before :  She  being  not  far  from  the  Weft 
fide  of  this  Bay,   and  the  Wiiid  at^E/ N.  E.

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and  having  no  Sails  to  make  ufe  of,  but  her 
tow  Couilc?,all  her  Topmafts.  Rigging,  Yardsy 
and  her  Rudd'^r  alfo  being  io  much  difabled,.. 
that  fliie  had  no  Steeridge,  but  what  the  boatcs 
gave  her,  occaliond  herdiivingro  much  to- 
wards  that  ilipre,  fo  that  we  were  torc'd  to 
make  the  Boates  to  tow  all  they,  could  to 
windward,  which  laid  them  fo  open  to  the 
Forts  Shot,  .iwhich  the  Enemy  perceiving,  ficd? 
as  faft  as  they  could  at  them,  and  their  Shot 
flew  fo  thick  among  the  Boats,  that  it  diihearten^ 
ed  their  Crews,  that  they  gave  over  towing,  and 
ran  all  of  a  huddle  under  the  ihelterof  theShip,^ 
notwithftanding  all  the  Officers  could  fay  or  do 
to  encourage  them  j  fothat  for  their  encourage- 
ment I  was  iorc'd  to  go  my  felt  in  my  awn  boat^. 
and  tow,  in  the  middle  of  them,  that  the  Ship 
might  be  kept  from  the  Rock  near  the  point  to 
the  Leward  of  her,  towards  which  (he  then 
drove  very  fall.  I  had  been  but  a  little  while 
among  them,  before  a  fhot  ftruck  through  a  boat, 
on  my  Right,  hand,  which  wounded  a  Lieuten- 
nant  and  one    of   his  Men,  and  almoft    funk 


her 
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her^  and  a  little  while  after^  came  a  Shell  in- 
tb^  Boat  on  my  left  hand,  clofe  by  me  which 
Ivilled  foar-M¥ri  and  Wounded  two  more,  and 
funk  the  Boat,  all  at  once  ;  and  this  fo  drf 
ineourag'd  my  Men  5  that  they  all  gave  over 
towing,  and  began  to  "get  under  the  flicker 
of  the  Ship  again,  fo  thlat  I  was  fqrcd  my 
ielf  to  fire  a  Mufquet  at  them^  and  to  take 
up^  another  to  do  the  fame^  before  I  could 
make  them  return  to  their  work. 

With  thefc  difficulties  I  made  a  fbift  to 
get  the  Men k^chzv  oi  this  dangerous  Rock, 
And  brought  her  off,  tho  fhe  did  not  efcape 
coming  upon  it  near  half  her  Length,  where 
if  file  had  ftruck  fhe  would  have  moft  cer- 
tainly been  loft. 

After   I    had     got '  her  clear,    and  out  of 
all  danger,  there  was  but    one  Ship  left  be- 
hind,   which  was   a  fmall  Vntch-Mzn  of  30 
Gunn*s   called  the  Weefep.     I  had    fome  time 
before  called  to  feverall  £)w^<:/>  Boats  to  go  and

help  her,  but  finding  they  had  not  obey*d 
itcjr  Order,  1  Was  going  my  felf," when  I 
faw  two  Boats  put  off  from  her  fide  ;  I 
row'd  up  to  them,  to  know  in  what  condi^ 
tibn  She  was,  and  found  an  Englljh  Enfign 
in  one  of  them  ^  who  told  me,  the  Captain, 
with  all  his  Officers,  and  Men,  were  killd, 
but  what  I  faw  in  thofe  two  Boats ;  and  that 
the  Ship  had  Twelve  Foot  Water  in  Hold, 
and  was  finking  :  He  faid  likewife,  that  half 
the  Company  he  belong  d  to,  being  accidea- 
tally  left  on  Board  with  him,  were  all  killd, 
but  himfelf,  a  Drummer,  and  one  Man  more  ^ 
and  (eeing  there  was  no  poflSbility  of  faving 
her,  I  went  immediately  to  my  Lord  ^erke- 
lejy  who  was  then  on  Board  the  Vread-nought 
(where  the  General  was.  carried  in  order  to 
his  going  to  England^  for  the  taking  care  of 
the  Wound  he  had  received  in  his  Thigh : ) 
moft  of  the  Flag  and  General  Officers  of  the 
Land  Forces,  being  alio  then  on  Board  the 
f)readmought  to  fee  the  Lieutenant  General. 
My  Lord  Berkeley  thought  it  very  convenient  to 
confult  what  was  beft  to  be  done,  and  with* 
out  making  a  Signal  for  a  Council  of  War^  he

Ships  ;  it  was  alio  refolved  to  leave  two  Men 
of  War,  and  two  Firefliips  off  Ujhantyto  give 
Notice  to  all  Ships,  that  came  thereto  feefc 
for  usjwhcre  we  w^ere  gone.  Another  reafon 
for  not  fending  the  fmall  Frigats  with  the 
Bomb' VefTels  into'  ©re/?,  was.  That  one  v^as

On  this  occafion  moft  of  the  Vo- 
lunteers on  Board  the  RojsiiWMam 
offered  me  their  Service,^^  which  I 
accepted  of,  and  they  all  behaved 
themfelves  extraordinarily  well,  and 
were  moft  of  them  of  great  ufe  to 
me,  paiticularly  Mr.  Fanhoo/^fGsip- 
tain  Chafilmp,  Mr.  ^omrd,  and  *  Mr^ 
'■Vixon  (my  Secretary-.} 

M.x.VanbrQoke  during  all  thii'A- 
dion,  ftuck  very  clole  to  nl4  and 
in  a  great  many  things,  was  ex- 
trefliely  ferviceable  both  by  his  ad- 
vice and  otherwife.

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Captain  Chajfeloup  was  with  me 
both  in  the  Mm^,  and  Charles  Galley^ 
in  which  Ships,  he  was  often  forc'd 
to  do  the  Duty  both  of  Lieutenant 
and  Mafter ;  and  without  him,  (he 
knowing  the  plac^  particularly 
well)  1  fhould  not  have  been  able 
to  have  pofted  the  Ships  fo  conveni- 
ently as  I  did. 

The  Charles  Galley  having  but  one 
Lieutenant  on  Board  Her,  and  h& 
fo  dull  a  Creature,  that  lie  was  very 
ufelefe,  Mr.  "Bonard  and  Dixon  were 
forc'd  to  fupply  his  Defe(51:s,  which 
each  of  them  perform'd  with  fomuch 
Courage  and  Dexterity,  that  with- 
out them,  the  Captain  would  have 
had  no  affiftance,  and  the  Ship  have 
been  much  more  unfcajviceable  than 
She  was.  :*•
